fer them  on  niggers  and  Yankee  adven- 
turers indiscriminately;  Tenth,  the  efforts 
in  congress  to  give  the  niggers  thosame 
votj^as  is  enjoybd  by ^h^limen. 
reserved  for  “Honest  Old  Abe” 
to  take  the  last  step  in  this  revolutionary 
programme.  When  a delegation  of  self- 
styled  workingmen  called  to  see  him  on
